Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant faxed proposed amendments to the examiner. The 
examiner indicated that the amendments were not sufficient to overcome the rejections, but made suggestions to try 
and overcome the prior art, i.e. "add terminology such as "completely implanted" and to better distinguish the "first and 
second elements" from the bone screw head/receptacles, and further stated that she would need to discuss the current 
claims with her supervisor before making any definitive statement regarding the allowability of the claims. The 
examiner also indicated that she would call applicant upon receipt of their formal response to discuss any further 
amendments. The examiner indicated that any amendments to the claim may require further search an/or 
consideration. . 
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
